As stated in our last issue of 
the news, we have with us, as 
new residents of the district, 
Doctorund Mrs. Mason, recently 
of Bogland, and in order that 


our readers may be better ac- 
quainted with them, we are 
publishing hereunder, a brief 
autobiography of them. 


W. F. Mason, L.R.C.P. L.R.C, 
S. (Edin) L.R.F.P.&S, (Glas) was 
born in the year 1886 at Leeds, 
Yorkshire, England, and de- 
cided at an early age, that he 
would follow in the foot steps 
of his father who was, and 1s 
yet, practicing medicine.

Following his qual- 
fication, he served for seven 
months as house surgeon to Sir 
Berkley G. A. Moynihan, then 
for 8 months he served as 
resident officer at the Leeds 
General Infirmary as Obstetric 
Ofticer. He joined the Ter- 
ritorials in the year 1907, and 
obtained his commission iv the 
R.A.M.C. in January 1917. He 
saw service in France for 2 
weeks, and was then drafted to 
India, being torpedoed while en 
route to that country, in Medit- 
teranean Sea, After his arrival 
in India he was sent up for 
duty with the first division at 
Peshawar. 

From there on he was trans- 
ferred to Risalpur as Medical 
Officer to the 2lst. (E of I)

Liucers and bere he stayed for 
6 months, At the end of this 
time, he was transferred to 
Nowshera, ‘being appointed 
Medival Officer to the 7th. Bri- 
gade, R. F. A. (16th, 7th, and 
27th) in turn. Saw service in 
the 1919 Afghan Campnign with 
the 7th Brigade R.F.A. Return- 
ing for demobilization ow Janu- 
ary 28th, 1920, he left for Can- 
ada on July 31st, and located in 
Monitor on the 24tu of August. 


Mrs. Mason was born at 
Howden Yorkshire, and com- 


menced her nursing training at 
the Hull Victoria Hospital. 
After three years training, she 
went to Leedsand there satis- 
factorily completed her train- 
ing. She was later appointed 
as Sister-in-Charge of the 
Childrens Ward at the Leeds 
Hospital, which position she 
fillea with honor for four and a 
half years, She met the doctor 
at Leeds in 1914, and was mar- 
ried in Hull in June, i920. Mrs. 
Mason spent a_ considerable 
time of ber recent nursing ex- 
perience in Nursing wounded 
Tommies at Leeds Hospital.

Plan to Increase and Domesticate the 
, Herd in Labrador 

Captain A, H. Living, of the Dom- 
inion Parks branch, has been ap- 
pointed to go to Labrador with the 
object of taking charge of plans to 
increase and domesticate the rein- 
deer herd there, At the present time 
there are about 150 head of reindeer 
in that locality and it is the ultimate 
intention of the department to sup- 
ply the missionaries and the people of 
the Hudson Bay territory with both 
a food and transportation system, In 
order to accomplish this, Captain 
Living will have to spend the next 
four or five years travelling various 
parts of ‘the territory, and for a large 
portion of the time he will De out of 
touch with the civilized world, The 
project has been under consideration 
for several years, but was held up 
owing to the war. Captain Living, 
who has had many years’ experience 
in northern Ontario, Quebec, Alberta 
and British Columbia wilds, left Ot- 
tawa for Quebec, taking on supplies 
there, and leaving immediately for the 
northern coast.
